Polio was a paradox in 1952, with strsts getting worse in about 


the same proportion that research was getting better. Last year polio 
Struck 55,000 persons; most of them were under 21 years of age. 
That was 13,000 more than the previous worst year in history. 

On January 2, when the 1953 March of Dimes campaign opened, 
already 58,000 children needed help. Added to this is the responsi- 
bility for pressing forward in research and preparing for the expected 

epidemic. of next summer. | 

Here onour own campus the AWS is sponsoring the March of Dimes. 
Containers have been placed in the Student Union and other well pop- 
ulated places for your convenience. The money collected will be 
tumed over to the National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis to bd 
used in carrying out its program. Three major functions are performed 
by the National Foundation. They are: providing medical assistance 
for polio victims; carrying on research programs; and training people 
who will be qualified to administer aid. 

In past years college students have played an important part in the 
nationwide March of Dimes. In 1953 the support of college students 
and faculty members is needed as never before. With their support 
and that of other volunteer workers and contributors throughout this 
country, it is confidently expected that the response to the 1953 
appeal will make sufficient funds available to keep the March of 
Dimes ahead of the march of polio.
